A Conference  on  Editorial  Problems  will 
be  held  at  the  University  of  Toronto  October 
15  and  16.  The  purpose  of  the  Conference 
is  to  provide  a forum  for  practising  editors 
and  for  those  interested  in  the  problems  of 
editing.

There  will  be  a confrontation  of  conflicting  views  from  Latin  America  and 
the  United  States  concerning  problems  of  revolution  and  intervention  in 
Latin  America.  Participants  will  include  Dr.  Cheddi  Jagan,  former  Prime 
Minister  of  British  Guiana,  and  a representative  of  the  Social  Christian 
Party  of  the  Dominican  Republic. 

Session  3 Viet  Nam:  Revolution  and  Intervention  October  9 at  2.30  p.m. 

A supporter  of  each  side  of  the  conflict  and  an  Asian  neutralist  will  discuss 
problems  of  revolution  and  intervention  in  Viet  Nam.  It  is  hoped  that 
practical  proposals  for  ending  the  conflict  will  emerge  from  this  encounter. 
Participants  will  include  Dinh  Ba  Thi  of  the  National  Liberation  Front; 
Phuong  Margain,  Secretary-General  of  Cambodia;  and  a representative  of 
the  Saigon  Government.  Chairman,  The  Rt.  Hon.  Patrick  Gordon  Walker, 
former  British  Foreign  Secretary. 

Session  4 Revolution  and  the  Right  to  Self-Determination  October  10  at  10.30  a.m. 

The  speakers  will  be  political  experts  from  countries  or  viewpoints  not 
already  represented  at  the  Teach-In.  They  will  consider  the  problems  of 
revolutionary  movements  or  governments  which  try  to  retain  a measure 
of  self-determination  in  relation  to  the  great  powers.  Participating  will  be 
Dr.  Roger  Garaudy,  French  Communist,  Prof.  Ali  Mazrui,  Political  Scien- 
tist from  Uganda,  and  Max  Freedman,  Washington. 

Session  5 Revolution  and  the  Citizens  Moral  Responsibility  October  10  at  3 p.m. 

In  the  face  of  violent  revolutions  and  violent  interventions,  the  individual 
citizen  must  choose  the  nature  and  extent  of  his  involvement.  If  he  decides 
to  protest,  what  forms  of  protest  are  right  and  effective  in  a democratic 
society?  Three  distinguished  intellectuals  who  have  grappled  with  these 
problems  will  present  their  views.  Prof.  Staughton  Lynd,  of  the  non-violent 
protest  movement  at  Yale  University  will  participate,  as  will  Lord  Fenner 
Brockway  of  the  British  Labour  Party. 

Seminars  There  will  be  seminars  after  Sessions  2,  3 and  5.  Students  and  other 
participants  will  meet  in  small  groups  all  over  the  University  of  Toronto. 
Each  group  will  have  a faculty  resource  leader.
